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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1964. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  circumstances  in 
the  District  during  the  year  except  for  the  gradual  extension 
of  modern  amenities.  This  countryside  has  never  carried  a 
large  population,  but  while  evidence  of  depopulation  is  not 
hard  to  find,  this  has  been  offset  to  some  extent  by  the 
building  of  three  Forestry  villages.  As  a result  the  population 
is  decreasing  only  slowly,  and  with  the  prospect  of  expansion 
of  work  as  the  forests  mature,  this  trend  may  be  halted. 
Here  it  is  not  the  usual  picture  of  an  ageing  population  dying 
out  and  not  being  replaced,  as  is  shown  by  the  figures  of  89 
births  to  46  deaths,  but  rather  that  a high  proportion  of 
young  people  must  leave  the  area  to  find  employment.  A 
major  advantage  would  be  the  setting  up  of  light  industry 
offering  alternative  employment  to  farming  and  forestry, 
but  the  nature  of  the  district  and  poor  communications  are 
an  undoubted  handicap. 

Apart  from  a slight  decrease  in  population,  the  vital 
statistics  for  1964  give  cause  for  satisfaction  : The  birth  rate, 
death  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  compare  favourably 
with  the  national  average,  and  the  majority  of  deaths  occur- 
red in  the  older  age  groups  from  degenerative  disease.  The 
figure  of  9%  of  illegitimate  births  is  disproportionately  high, 
but  as  this  has  not  been  noted  in  previous  years  it  may  not 
be  of  great  significance. 

The  more  serious  infectious  diseases  were  absent  during 
the  year,  and  apart  from  a small  number  of  cases  of  measles, 
only  individual  cases  were  notified.  The  one  case  of  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis  occurred  in  a middle-aged  man.  The  control 
of  infectious  disease  now  established  is  an  indication  of  the 
value  of  preventive  medicine  and  the  extent  to  which  parents 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  protection  afforded  to  their 
children. 

The  provision  of  modern  amenities  is  a problem  in  ah 
Rural  Districts,  and  is  exceptionally  difficult  in  so  large  and 
sparsely  populated  a district  as  Bellingham.  The  Council 
have  however  an  excellent  record  of  progress  in  this  direction, 
and  the  limit  of  extension  of  mains  water  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  that  are  economically  possible  has  almost  been 
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reached.  The  proposed  extension  of  mains  water  to  the 
Carrycoats  area  was  considered  too  expensive  to  be  under- 
taken, while  that  for  Donkleywood  is  still  under  consideration. 
The  Ridsdale  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  can  now 
proceed,  and  a few  small  schemes  then  remain.  It  can  be  said 
that  the  arrangements  for  water  and  sewage  disposal  are 
adequate. 

The  Council  propose  to  build  further  family  houses  and 
bungalows  in  Bellingham  and  to  consider  a housing  program- 
me for  other  centres  where  the  demand  exists.  In  due  course 
the  question  of  housing  old  people  as  they  retire  from  em- 
ployment with  the  Forestry  Commission  will  have  to  be 
considered.  These  people  live  in  tied  houses  and  it  is  not 
known  yet  whether  they  would  wish  to  retire  in  their  own 
village  or  be  re-housed  in  Bellingham  or  elsewhere,  but  in 
either  case,  more  old  people's  bungalows  will  be  required. 
In  addition  to  new  housing  the  reconditioning  of  older  houses 
is  of  particular  value  in  this  rural  area,  and  the  Council 
encourage  it  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants. 

The  Newcastle  & Gateshead  Water  Company,  as  statut- 
ory water  undertakers,  continue  to  provide  a supply  that  is 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  arrangement 
continues  whereby  the  Company  take  routine  samples  of 
mains  water  and  take  any  necessary  remedial  action,  while 
the  Health  Department  act  similarly  for  private  and  proposed 
supplies.  Co-operation  is  good,  and  either  authority  will  give 
help  and  advice.  No  chemical  examination  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  but  it  is  known  that  the  fluoride  content  is 
only  o.i  — 0.2  parts  per  million,  and  that  plumbo-solvency 
presents  no  problem.  The  information  required  as  to  the 
number  of  houses  in  each  parish  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  is  contained  in  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
section  of  this  Report. 

There  is  no  common  lodging  house  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Bellingham. 

In  presenting  this  Report  I should  like  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  the  active  interest  they  continue 
to  take  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  I am  grateful 
too  to  the  Clerk  and  other  officials  for  their  help  and  courtesy. 
The  staff  of  the  Department  continue  to  work  efficiently.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  area  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,645 
acres. 

The  estimated  population  for  1964  is  5,250. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December, 
1964,  was  1,746,  of  which  205  are  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £6 38. 

The  rateable  value  is  £161,625. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital, 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is 
maintained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is 
available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in 
such  a large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service  was 
discontinued  much  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  allow 
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patients  to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers 
and  children  to  attend  clinics,  but  the  use  of  the  service 
appears  to  have  stabilised  now. 

Since  1961  a call  house  has  been  established  at  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  ambulance  depot  in  Bellingham.,  at 
which  requests  for  the  ambulance  car  service  are  received. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  of  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district, 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work 
in  harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and 
do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Byrness,  Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diph- 
theria is  carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners.
